Of the 35 births, only 13 were registered in this registration 
district. This indicates that the remainder were born in homesor 
hospitals outside the area. 


I regret to report that the local, small Maternity Unit of three 
beds at Newholme Hospital was closed by the Sheffield Regional Board 
early in the year, in spite of strong protest by the medical profession, 
and also by your Authority. This is a serious loss to local General 
Practitioners, who were able to attend their own cases in hospital. 


This loss of beds has, to a certain extent, been alleviated by an 
agreement with Darley Hall Maternity Home, whereby local cases from 
this erea are admitted there. This is an “open" Maternity Home, 
where all local practitioners may attend and follow up their own ceses.

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DEATHS. 


The number of people, who actually died in this Urban District 
during 1955, was 95, to which must be added inward transfers 7 i.e. 
those local people who died outside the district. This includes 
11 who died in the Cottage Hospital, of whom 4 were Bakewell resi- 
dents. It also includes 56 people who died in Newholme Hospital, 
of whom 6 were Bekewell residents. 


From this number must be taken the outward transfers i.e. 
people who died in Bakewell, but are transferable deaths to the 
district of their origin. A total of 8 + 44 (Newholme) = 52, 
leaving 50 deaths attributable to this district. 


The death rate is lower than last year. 
The averege age at death of men wes 71.2 and of women 76.52. 


Of the 27 male deaths, only one was under 50 yeers. Twenty 
were over 65 years of age. Fifteen were over 70 years of ege. 
Five were over 80 years of age and two were over 90 years of age. 


Of the 23 female deaths, none were under 55 years of age. 
Twenty-two were over 65 years of age. Seventeen were over 70 
years of age. Eight were over 80 years of age and one was over 
90 years of ege. 


Cremations. 


It is noticeable that more cremations ere taking place each 
year. This practice is to be thoroughly commended as being 
more hygienic, as well as a saving of grave space in many cases. 
The Crematorium et Sheffield being the most used.

Plans have been pre- 
pared to lay out the Burton Closes Estate, which have had to be 
postponed, owing to:- 

(a) The economic policy of the Government. 
(bo) The reduction of subsidy. 
(c) High interest loan rete on borrowing. 


A further seven bungalows, already planned, could not be 
started for the above reesons,

It is 
the duty of the landlords to keep houses "in all respects rcasonably 
fit tor human hebitation". see Section II of the Housing Act, 
1936.

WATER. 
This hes been fully deelt with in previous reports.

at Fallinge Springs, which had become choked with Sycamore roots. 
Flow improved. 


5,080 lin. yds. 3", 5" and 6" diameter cast-iron water pipes, 
conveying water from Fallinge Springs to reservoirs, descaled. 
eyed improved delivery. (Fallinge yield now 150,000 galls. per 
day). 


3,671 lin. yds. 3", 4" and 5" diameter cast-iron water pipes 
on Town low level distribution system descaled and bituminously 
lined. Flow improved. 


New 3" diameter cast-iron main (ordinary lined) approximately 
100 lin. yds. laid to Spencer Flat Field private building estate, 
Coombs Road. 


4 sluice valves replaced on Town distribution mains. 


New weighted reflux valve fitted to Pineapple Balancing Tenk 
to prevent waste of water. 


The above bare facts indicate that considerable improvement in 
the distribution of the town's water has teken place during the 
year, eas a result of descaling the pipes, which have suffered through 
incrustetion over the years. At the seme time, repairs to the 
collecting system have resulted in an augmented supply. 


Although, from time to time, some iron does cause discolouration 
in the appearance of the drinking weter, due to the so called "aggres-—- 
G¥e action of soft weter on the old pipes", yet Fallinge is a very 
good drinking weiter. Iron is necessary for the body from a nutri- 
tional point of view. Bakewell weter, by reeson of its iron in 
solution and suspension, is not detrimental, but is an asset to 
health, being a valuable source of iron for the system. 


The water supply to the Golf House is unsatisfactory. 
SEWAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


Negotiations are still proceeding for the acquisition of further 
land, as previously reported. 


Improvements and Repairs. 


Repairs to weir channels in inverted copper settlement tenks 
were carried out at Coombs Road Works. 


New 6" diameter foul sewer, approximately 10 lin. yds., was 
laid to serve Spencer Flet Field Estate, Coombs Road. 


Approximately 70 lin. yds. of 24" diemeter concrete surface 
water culvert was re-laid to prevent flooding and surcharging of 
foul sewer at Beaslow Road, Bakewell. 


New connections were mede to 9" foul sewer at entrance to 
Moorheall Estate, which hed the effect of excluding excessive flow 
of surface water culvert. 


No sewage system hes yet been provided eat "The Outreke". 
One sample of effluent taken during the yeer by the Trent 


River Board was classed as good. 
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PUBLIC TIP. 
Agreement hes been reached with the owner for the new extension 
of the tip, which has been properly fenced by your Council. Further 
progress will be reported during the coming year. 


DUST PREVENTION AND SMOKE ABATEMENT, 


No further progress hes yet taken place at the Pretoria Quarry. 


FOOD. 


There was a short «nd sharp attack, which affected thirteen 
inmates of Newholme. All recovered in 48 hours. 


This was presumably due to tinned pi lonanda.

This denotes unsetisfactory keeping quality.

I look forward to the time when all the cows in this area will 
come from T.T. herds.

Bakewell Slaughterhouses, has, since Decontrol, continued to be 
satisfactory. Private enterprise undoubtedly cncourages butchers 
to buy with discrimination, and conscquently there are fewer con- 
demnations than formerly. 


The ultimate policy of the Government with regerd to Slaughter- 
houses has yet to be disclosed. 


The Report of the Inter-Departmental Committee on Slaughtecrhouses 
has been published. 


The Slaughter of Animals (Prevention of Cruclty) Amendment
